THE DUBLIN ASSASINS. 
FEDERAL 1 THE WATCH FOR

New York, May 16.—The assasins of Lord 
Frederick Cavendish and Under-Secretary 
Burke are reported to be on the Cunard steamer 
Seythia, which sailed from Liverpool two days 
efter the assasination, and is expected 
to reach this port tomorrow. The British 
Foreign Office, it is stated, has evidence 
that the guilty ones embarked on that vessel, 
and accordingly cabled to the British Minister 
gt Washington to apprise this Government of 
the fact, and request that measures be taken 
for the apprebension of the fugitives upon the 
arrival of the steamer. Secretary Frelinghuy- 
gen, upon receiving due notification from 
‘the English Minister, placed the matter 
ip the bands of Attorney-General Brewster, who 
in bisturn notified the Federai authorities of 
this district.

SARAH BURR. 
HER MISERLY LIFE.

New York, May 4—The secrets of the 
miserly ute of the spiuster Sarah Burr, who 
lived and died in squalor and loneliness at No. 
25 University place, leaving $3,400,000 by her 
will to various religious and charitable societies, 
were further disclosed today in the Surrogate’s 
Court on the hearing of the contest of her will 
made by some distant relatives. There was the 
usual vast array of legal talent and gray-headed 
representatives of tract, missionary, and chari- 
table societies, and a few plain, old-fashioned 
looking people. These last were the beirs 
and cidimants, three or four women being 
in their number. James Meade, the lad whu, 
with bis mother, acted as housekeeper and serv- 
ant of Miss Burr for four years preceding her 
death, was the witness.

THE CABLE COMPANIES. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

New York, May 16.—Jay Gould having made 
an agreement on Monday leasing bis cable com- 
pany to his Western Union Telecraph Company. 
Wall street was today interested in stories to the 
effect that stockhoiders of the cable company 
were very wroth at the agreement, and 
were preparing to call upon the courts for 
remedy. The contract, as made public, was 
rated as exceedingly favorable to the Weste rn 
Unioo. The Cable Company stockhoiders com- 
plained that, inasmuch as this contract was used 
to bull Western Union, Mr. Gould claiming that 
the terms were largely in his telegraph com- 
Pave interest, it Was not the best that could 


ve been made for them. They recailed the 
act that

to the cable stock was that they were eventual- 
ly to receive bonds of the company in security. 
Instead a guaranteed dividend is offered from 
the Western Union. Other claims were made 
against the acdion taken by Gould in throwing 
the Cable Company over as a tender to his 
Western Union, and it was asserted that the 
agreement could be broken readily, inasmuch 
as the Western Union bas no right or privilege 
to own or operate a cable. Another objection 
raised was to the effect that agreement 
tween the telegraph and cable companies can- 
not readily go into effect until at a formal meet- 
mg of the stockholders of the companies, At 
least three-fifths of the stock shall be voted 
upon in favor of the contract. No such meet- 
ings have been held.

COMPULSORY TEMPERANCE 


Prohibition and Crime—Fallure to Make 
Men Morally Good by Statute. 
Davenport (Ja.) Gazette, May 12. 

One great argument for prohibition, advanced 
in and out of time by the advocates of 
sumptuary legisiation and used with un- 
doubted effect by thé apostolic Gov. St. 
John, is the decrease in crime said to 


dave been effected in Kansas by the operauon 


ofthe Prohibitory law in that State. It is cer- 
tainly a very pretty and pleasing demonstration 
to compare the arrests for crime under the for- 
mer system and similar arrests under the pres- 
ent law, to then conclude that probibidon is re- 
sponsible for the decrease shown, and ask the 
people of lowa why they will not also re- 
ceive these gifts of peace and quiet that result 
from such laws. It ia certainly very pleasant 
to live in a community fiee frum crime, and all 
— citizens agree in a desire to inbabit such 
Alities if they can be found. Crime is re- 
pulsive to all law-abiding persons, compoging the 
vast majority of the public. and when t pro- 
hibitionist orators come before an lowa audience 
and with their rsuasive eloquenve detail how 
ibition bas diminished evil-domg and law- 
reaking in Kansas, and then proceed to draw 
ao affecti picture of the peace, happiness, 
and tranquillity that follow the abolition of the 
ublic sale of intoxicating liquors, a large num- 
rot people are inclined to believe that these 
eloquent gentlemen their remarks on an 
actual knowledge of fucts. 

But that pronibicion bas in truth no tendency 
to diminish the criminal actions of men is capa- 
bie of certain demonstration by reference to 
official statistics and the prison reports of vari- 
ous States. There eau be no better instance cited 
of the effects of such legisiation than the State 
ot Maine. The receipt of the report of the Board 
of Prison Iinepectors for 1880 enabled Mr. C, 
W. Goddard to compile the table appended be- 
low, showing the increase of crime in the last 
three decades, during a great part of which the 
Prohibitory law has been in force, to be some- 
thing absolutely feartul. These figures are of- 
ficial, and may be corroborated by any one who 
chooses to procure the prison reports for the 
years named:

During these thirty years, be it carefully noted 
by all readers, the population of Maine bas in- 
Nor bas even that 
small increase been largely of foreign-born. 
The additions from abroad bave been small. 
most of the immigrants coming from Ireland. 
Of the 199 feluas conuned in the State Prison at 
the time that Mr. Goddard wrote, only. thirty- 
nine were of foreign birth, and 123 were born in 
Maine. Mr. Goddard further states that insani- 
ty bas also steadily and rapidiy increused at a 
ratio far exceeding the gain in population, ana 
that the same may be said o1 suicide. 

These facts are startiing. More than that, 
they couvey an awful Warning to ail the 
other States of the Union that contem- 
plate following Maine's example. With all 
the characteristic New Enagiand intelili- 
gence, morality, and tirm religious faith of the 
people of chat State, the increase shown above 
seems positively frightful. An increase of 4 
per Cent in myrdars, 400 per cent in manslaugh- 
ters, and 800 per cent in rapes, accompanied by a 
growth of population of only 14 per cent, shows 
a state of affairs at which we may well stand 
aghast. While in our own State the 
amount of crime bas not dy any means kept pace 
with our augmentanon of population, in Maine 
crime bas grown thirty times as fast as the peo- 
ple bave multiplied. No State in the Union 
where a license law is maintained can display 
the lamentabie, horrible. frightful condiuon 
shown to exist in this one model Prohibition 
State. 

Nor is Maine alone to be held up asa conspicu- 
ous example of the failure of these sumptuary 
laws to discourage vice. Vermont has a prohib- 
itory law whose stringency is almost without a 
To sell intoxicating liquor is 
made a crime whose punishment is as 
severe as the penalty aflixed for burgiary 
or forgery and only exceeded in extent of 
its retribution by murder. The courts are 
crowded with liquor cases. “Men are sent at ev- 
ery session to the work- house tor the violation 
ot the liquor laws. Secret raids and domiciliary 
visits are muitiplied on every hand; and what is 
the result? There have been more men bung 
for murder in Vermont during the last 
four years than in lowa for a period tive 
times as long. There are more criminais 
in the Vermont State Prison today,in propor- 
tion to the population of the State, than there 
are in the penitentiaries of lowa and Minnesota 
together. Every Fourth of July celebration, 
every country 1 every circus day, and 
every county fir are attended bv scenes of 
drunkeoness and rowdyism which are never sur- 

by anything witnessed in the West. 

If then prohibiuon is such a notorious failure 
in two States, whose citizens are mainly Aweri- 
can-born and wore or less fixed in their resi- 
dence, bow in the name of common-sense can it 
be enforced in lowa, containing so many for- 
éigners, to whom mait and vinous liquors are as 
much of a necessity as water? How can it be 
enforced where a large portion of the popula- 
tiun is moving about from piace to place, from 
State to State?

VIRGINIA, 
MOVEMENTS OF LOUBAT YESTERD fy. 
Svecial Dispatch to Tne Chicago Tribune 

Ricumonp, Va., May 16.—Mr. Loubat, accom- 
panied by his friend, Mr. Bougiere, made an 
excursion into the country this morning. They 
were not met by Mr. Turnbull, of whom nothing 
bas been seen or heard, They t dinner at a 
friend’s house and returned to the city this even- 
ing. Mr. Loubat arrived by the 3 p. m. train 
en ps and engaged rooms fortwo. He or- 
dered a carriage and drove to thé depot of the 
Richmond & Allegheny Road, and gave to the 
eonductor of the train leaving’on that road 
at 4 p. m. a letter to be left at Irwin's 
Station for Mr. Augustus W. Clason. Mr. 
Clason is a New- Yorker and a member of the 
Union Clab, who bought a farm in this section 
some years ago. His carriage Was downto the 
station if in expectation Of the arrival of 
friends. Mr. Loubat arranged at the depot to 
gro by train, leaving this moroing at 7:35. it does 
not ordinarily stop at the station he desired, and 
he made special arrangements to secure this. 
Mr. Bougiere arrived last night at 9:58 p. m. 
Both registered, and, as Mr. Loubat’s name was 
immediately recognized as that of one of the 
parties to the Union Club quarrel, it was at once 
surmised at the hotel that a duel was 
to take place, and much notice was 
taken of the movements of the gentlemen. 
Railway officers say that they bought tickets 
this meroing to Columbia, aboot fitty-six miles 


from Richmond. They, however, got off at 
Cedar Point, about thirty-three miles from the 


city. 
IT WAS A CLOUDY MORNING, 
with an occasional drizzie of rain, The railroad 
oecupies the towpath of the old Kanawha 
Canal, with the James River uiongside. It isa 
hilly country, aboundmg in pise woods, and the 
prospect, seen from a steamy window on 
a rainy day, was not enlivening. 
Mr. Loubat was, however, chatty and vivacious. 
He took great notice of the country, and talked 
with some of the other passengers about its 
fine capabilities. The Richmond & Allegheny 
Road, the latest new line in Virginia, and ove in 
which Mr. Blaine is largely interested, goes 
through one of the most picturesque portions 
of Virginia. More than one historic dueling 
lace is in it or near by. Just across the river, 
eyond the city limits, tue famous Pleasants- 
Ritchie duel, the fest fatal affair of honor” in 
Virgina, took place. Lower down and some dis- 
tance from the river in the valley, the Mor- 
decai-McCarthy duei was fought, ju which Mor- 
decai was killed and Capt. Page McUarthy des- 
perately wounded. Farther up the road there 
are numerous secluded places that have been 
resorted to wito varying resulta In short, the 
two gentiemen from the beginning to the end 
of their journey were in the very heart of

and no route could be more significant than that 
which they took. They reached Cedar Point 
about hbaif-past 9 v’elock, and aithough tne 
piace is a mere wWay-station, the train was 
stopped and both geutiemen got out. The 
place is composed chietly of a country store. 
The sight of the train stopping to let off two 
well-dressed strangers caused the loungers at 
once to scent a duel. Mr. Bougierie had no bag- 
wage and Mr. Loubat carried’ a satchel. Both 
gentiemen, upon leaving the train, stood 
still until it moved out of sight, and then called 
up a small negro boy, Who was gap at them, 
and asked the road to lrwin’s Station. The ne- 
gro boy wanted the job of eurrying the satchel 
very badly, but Mr. Loubat declined nis offers, 
and the two set out through the stieay red mud. 
They#vaiked about a mile to Irwin's Station, 
wh a onve-horse phaeton in charge of 
a negro man was waiting for them. From 
that point they drove (Mr. Loubat band- 
ling the reins) to Pairfield, the estate of 
Mr. Clason, while that gentieman and his son 
Gus were waitm their arrival. Mr. Ciason is a 
New- Yorker and has lived in Goochland County 
about six years, on a handsome estate which he 
urchased. Mr. Loubatand Bougiere remained 
u his bouse until it was time te leave to take 
the train for the city. It was learned that the 
difficalty between Mr. Loubat and Mr. Turaobull 
was a subject of consulation. Thetwo gentle- 
men took the train back for Richmond at about 
6. They chatted gayly in Freuch, and seemed to

Tue Business Committee appointed by the 
Republican caucus of the House of Repre- 
sentatives has decided to take up the con- 
tested-election case of Mackey vs. O’Conner 
as soon as the National-Bank Charter bill is 
disposed of. Itis of the utmost importance 
that the election cases should be acted upon. 
The Republican party is under the most 
solemn pledges to the Republicans of the 
South to protect them in the exercise of their 
political rights. The existence of the party 
in the South depends upon the fulfillment 
of these pledges. When Kepublicans have 
been elected to Congress and counted out 
by fraud, and the party has a majority in the 
House, then the contestants should be given 
the seats to which they are justly entitled with 
as little delay as possible, It is not enough 
that the cases should be decided some time 
during the life of thé Congress. They should 
be acted upon promptly—at least, during the 
first session. The new elections intervene 
between the first and second sessions. If the 
contestants are kept out of seats which they 
were chosen by large majorities in 1880 to 
occupy, their chance of getting a reöleetion 
in 18823 would be small. Their constit- 
nents would be discouraged, and to 
that extent their case would be prejudiced 
by the failure of Congress to act. If 
Mackey, or Bisbee, or Lowe is sent back to 
his district next fail as a contestant for a 
seat, and not a sitting member. it is not likely 
that any of them will be even a contestant in 
the Forty-eighth Congress. The Elections 
Committee has reported the cases sent to it 
with diligence and judgment.

T are the strongest cases 
the committee has. They ought all to be 
disposed of at this session. The average 
voter has very little idea of the immense 
amount of work involved in a contested-elec- 
tion case. The testimony usually fills an 
octavo volume of 500 or 600 pages. Then 
there are the briefs of the contestant and the 
contestee, and the reports of the committee, 
involving careful preparation. All the docu- 
ments in the case are printed at the expense 
of the Government, and both coutestant and 
contestee, if there is any merit in the case, are 
allowed expenses and salaries. The argu- 
ments in the House o¢cupy several days, and 
are as laborious and serious as if it were ex- 
pected that votes would be influenced, where- 
as the majority always votes to support its 
committee, and the minority to the last man 
votes the other way.

PARNELL AND THE GLADSTONE GOV- 
ERNMENT 


If the release of Parnell from the Kilmain- 
ham Jail and the letter which Parnell wrote 
before the release to Capt. O’Shea, which 
was read in Parliament on Monday evening, 
can be said to furnish proof of an under- 
standing between the Gladstone Govern- 
ment and Parnell, then it was an under- 
standing which was creditable to both 
parties, and the Phenix Park murder is to 
be deplored more than ever because it inter- 
vened to defeat or delay a fair and satis 
factory settlement of the Irish land question. 
Mr. Parnell has expressed a corfident opin- 
ion that the terms which he outlined would 
have been granted this season had it not 
been for the assasination of Burke and 
Cavendish. Certainly the new Repression 
bill would not have been brought in, and 
very decided progress would have been 
made toward the adjustment of the rent 
arrears before this time. 

Parnell’s program contemplated the cessa- 
tion of evictions, the wiping out of all arrears 
for the smaller tenants, a still lower valua- 
tion on the basis of leases, and provision for 
the purchase of the holdings by annual pay- 
ments reaching over along term of years. 
There are many indications that the Glad- 
stone Government was ready to adopt this 
scheme, possibly with some modification, 
and that the release of the suspeets was 
preliminary to such action. All that Parnell 
promised on his part was that the Land 
League would use its influence to put a stop 
to intimidation and outrages, and would co- 
operate with the Liberal party in securing 
certain important reform measures, such as 
extension of the representative system and of 
the householders’ franchise. The effort to 
restrain the passions of the Irish people 
would have been commendable under any 
circumstances, and the strengthening of the 
Liberal party for extending the system of 
self-government would bave been of almost 
equal benefit to both England and Ireland. 
The understanding between Gladstone and 
Parnell was in the nature of a rapproche- 
ment with reciprocal concessions worthy of 
support, and in no sense a political bargain 
or trade to be condemned. 

The situation has been changed materially 
by the Dublin murders, but it does not ap- 
pear that Gladstone is disposed to surrender 
the hope of a satisfactory settlement of me 
land troubles. He now asks that the sup- 
pression of violence and outrage shall be as- 
sured by something more than mere prom- 
ises before the Government will proceed 
with the concessions it proposes to make 
to the farmers. At first the Irish party 
proposed impulsively to resist this policy of 
repression to the utmost, but itis now evi- 
dent that the leaders are inclined to doubt 
whether it will be good policy to dose. The 
Land League has protested loudly agtinst 
all responsibility for the late assasinations, 
and has joined the whole civilized world in 
denouncing them. The best evidence it can 
afford of its sincerity in these professions is 
to submit to such measures as the Govern- 
ment may propose for the suppression of 
violence and the apprehension and punish- 
ment of the outlaw classes. If the farniers 
are ready and anxious to abandon violent 
retaliatory measures upon the settlement of 
arrears in rent, then the new Coercion act 
will not apply to them, it will be for 
their interest that the d who are 
desperately aiming to prolong agitation and 
dissension should be treated summarily, and 
that the aliens whose sole purpose is to incite 
the people to civil war and secession under 
the cry of “Nationalism” should be ex- 
pelled from the country. 

The supplemental Land act, the passage 
of which is conditioned upon the adoption of 
the Coercion act, is a libera) proposition un- 
der the cire and will undoubtedly 
afford a large measure of relief. It is pro-

the Land League works, they are so liberal 
that the chance of obtaining them should not 
be imperiled by unreasonable opposition to 
preliminary measures for maintaining law 
and orger and provecting life and property. 
The conviction has settled down upon people 
everywhere since the Pheonix Park affair 
that Ireland needs protection from thé Irish 
Nihilists quite as muchas it needs protec- 
tion from the Irish landlords, and that the 
latter will not be effective without the former.

THE CONTESTED ELECTION CASE OF 
MACKEY VS. O’CONNER. 9 

The order in which the contested election 
cases have been reported from the commit- 
tee of the Lower House of Congress and in 
which they will be taken up is very nearly 
the order of merit. Lynch has been ad- 
mitted; Mackey. comes next. Lynen was 
elected in the largest black r 9 Mis- 
sissippi and counted out; Mackey elect- 
ed in the largest biack district of South Car- 
olina and counted out. Lynch suffered from 
the pretense that his ballots had “ distin- 
guishing marks or devices ”—i. e.: printers’ 
rules—on them; Mackey was cheated out of 
his certificate by the tissue-ballot plan of 
South Carolina. In some respects Mackey’s 
case is more of an offense and an outrage 
upon a free ballot than Lynch’s was. 

O’Uonner, the contestee in this case, died 
April 26, 1881, five months after the election. 
Samuel Dibble was nominally elected to suc- 
ceed him ataspecial election held by order 
of the Governor May B. Mackey and his 
friends wisely thought that it would preju- 
dice his case to participate in the special 
election, and refrained from doing so. Dibble 
received 7,303 votes, whereas his Democratic 
predecessor, O Conner, claimed that he re- 
ceived in 1880 17,500 votes. Dibble wasadmit- 
ted to Congress, and now holds the seat. He 
alleged, first, that the contest abated on the 
death of O’Conner; second, that the testi- 
mony taken before that event had been tam- 
pered with and the record falsified. The 
committee promptly overruled both points, 
It was conclusively shown by the affidavits 
of nearly all the witnesses that they were 
correctly reported, and the stenographer 
swore to the actnracy of the transcript from 
his notes. Dibble was able to bring no proof 
to the contrary. Furtunately, the record 
had been completed before the death of 
©’Conner, ana it could not be said that he 
had not a full opportunity to rebut the alle- 
gations of the contestant. 

The frauds committed against Mackey in 
this district, which includes the City of 
Charieston and several rural counties, were 
of the most undlusume character. Ata 
large precinct Charleston County, where 
Mackey had more than 1,000 votes and 
O’Conner less than 30, and the vote was 
counted and canvassed by the judges of 
election, the bok was opened at night and 
the result exactly reversed by the county 
eanvassers. The statement, which is amply 
supported by evidence, is as follows: 

That at Haut Gap voting-preciact, in the 
County of Charleston, 1,037 votes were cast for 
the contestant, and at the close of the election 
tac said votes were duly unted and can- 
vassed; and that the ballots t at the election, 
alle list with a statement of the result and the 


list at the close of the canvass by the man- 


agers, were put in the box, the box covered 


with paper, and sealed with wax, and 
delivered to J. H. Wilson, one of the 
managers, to be delivered by him to the 
county canvassers; that the said manager 
brought the box, with the seal unbroken, and 
delivered it to the county Canvassers; that, at 
the time of its sald delivery to the county can- 
vassers, it contained the Dallots as oust; that, 
subsequent to ite delivery to the county caa- 
vussers, the said box was violated, and, when 

ublicly opened, tus return could not be found; 
— the bailots had been changed and other bal- 
lots fraudulently placed therein, and when 80 
counted by the county canvassers they an- 
nounced 1,061 votes for Mr. O'Conner and 19 
votes for Mr. Mackey. 

All the tricks which form a part of the 
South Carolina plan were resorted to in this 
election. The ballot-boxes were put on raised 
platforms so high that the Supervisors of 
Elections could not see the tickets put into 
them: the Repablicans voted open tickets, 
and their votes were counted by the Super- 
visors; the Democrats voted closed tickets, 
and many of them contained the little jokers 
so famous in South Carolina polities. It was 
established by the testimony of seores of 
witnesses that when the boxes were opened 
Democratic tickets were found in them in 
bundles closely folded together, containing 
four, six, ten, or twenty tickets each, often so 
tightly folded that they were stuck together 
and had to be separated before they could be 
counted. The next process was the South Car- 
olina plan of drawing out. The law requires 
that the excess of tickets shall be disposed of 
by taking from the box a number equal to 
tife excess. This number is thrown out by a 
blindfolded person with all the forms of im- 
partiality, but, as the paper and textdre of 
the tickets of the two parties are very dif- 
ferent, few Democratic tickets are drawn 
out. At many polls, moreover, the Demo- 
cratic tickets found in the boxes were in ex- 
cess of the whole vote cast, which con- 
clusively shows that the ballot-box stuf- 
fing was done by Democrats. They 
could afford to have the excess drawn 
off, even if it were honestly done, as 
it never is. At Hope Engine-house poll in 
the City of Charleston, there was an excess 
of 1,071 ballots in the box. The whole num- 
ber of votes cast was 1,218: the number of 
Democratic ballots found was 1,683; excess 
of Democratic ballots over the whole legal 
vote, 465. Tu honest vote of this poll was 608 
for O’Conner and 507 for Mackey. The Dem- 
o¢ratic judges, however, drew out the excess 
and took from the box 502 honest votes 
cast for Mackey. They also took out 
479 of the fraudulent votes cast for O’Conner 
to Save appearances. The result, as an- 
nounced, was: .O’Conner 1,200, instead of 
608; Mackey 5, instead of 597. O’Conner’s 
true majority at this poll was 11 votes, and 
even this was tainted by fraud. But the 
managers, after drawing out all but five of 
Mackey’s votes, made out a majority. for 
O'Conner of or more than 100 times 
what he was en to. In reference to the 
condition of the ballots in the box at this 
poll the United States Supervisor who wit- 
nessed the count testified as follows:

9,278 O' Conner was returned elected by a 
majority of 5.200. There had to be a change 
of 14,400 votes te accomplish this result— 
that is to say, 7,200 honest votes had to be 
taken out and 7,200 fraudulent votes 
put into the boxes. HBallot-box stuff- 
ing on such a scale was probably 
never before attempted in a free country, 
The election was a disgusting fraud, It was 
a pafody on our system of choosing repre- 
sentatives of the people. To voters who, 
like those of the Northern States, are accus- 
tomed to see their baliots taken from them 
folded, numbered, named, and deposited in 
the box before their eyes, and who know that 
no ballot will be counted unless it shall cor- 
respond with the poll list, the vulgar, bare- 
faced, and clumsy falsification of the returns 
in South Caroling is shocking and repulsive 
in the last degree. The House of Represent- 
atives cannot come to the Mackey case too 


soon, nor decide it too promptly or emphat- 


ically in the contestant’s favor. It is a case 


on which the Democrats should not only be 


permitted, but invited and urged, to fillbus- 
ter if they see fit.

recall the fact that at one time in the com- 
mercial history of nations these propositions 
were accepted as true by all nations, and 
were acted on as such by the Governments of 
all commercial States. 


At that time the leg- 
islation of mankind was directed to the re- 


pression of all international trade; no two 


nations treated each other as commercial 
allies or as friends, and each sought to pre- 


vent, as far as legal prohibition could do so, 
any intercourse of a commercial nature. 


As 
an illustration of the customs of that day, 


each nation imposed a heavy import duty, if 
not a peremptory prohibition, on all mer- 
chandise brought from a fereign land; and 
this duty was doubled or otherwise largely 
increased if brought by a foreign owned 


vessel. Not only was foreign merchandise 


largely taxed, if not prohibited, but the tax 
was increased by a strong discrimination 
against the vessels of all fureign countries. 


During the present century all these laws 


intended to prevent commercial intercourse 
have been abolished or repealed, and the 


policy abandoned or greatly modified in all 


civilized nations except: 


1. The United States, 
2. China. 
3. Spain. 
and 
navi 


The commercial trade of the world has 


been expanding and increasing under the 
policy of free commércia!l intercourse, and 
its present magnitude is simply thé result of 
removing the legal barriers which once pro- 
hibited the interchange of commodities. 
The U nited States and China alone adhere to 
tha polley which 100 years ago would have 
prohibited an American vessel bearing a 
cargo of wheat Into a British port. It is 
only at the present session of Congress that 


a Dutch vessel has been legally permitted 


to bring to this country from Holland a cargo 
of products grown east of the Cape of Good 
Hope. 


Since the abolition of the restraints on com- 
mercial intercourse the exports by Great 
Britain, principally of her manufactures, 


have increased to $1,115,000,000 in 1880, Dur- 
ing the century of the prohibitory policy of 
the United States the exports of American 
manufactures reached in 1880 not exceeding 


$60,000,000. In no other land on earth has 


there been such unbroken growth and pros- 
perity as have attended the young Republic, 
nor has there been such unequaled progress 
and increase in every branch of industry 
anywhere else except in the single particu- 


lar of manufactures. In this respect our 
export trade has been dwarfed, deformed, 


mutilated, and is today as helpless an infant 
as it ever was. Our commerce has vastly in- 
creased since 1860, it is true, but the increase 
of exports has been in unprotected products, 
while the increase of imports has been in 
protected manufactures. 


In 1860 our ex- 
ports of non-protected articles were 7 per 


cent, while in 1880 they were only 5 per cent 
of our entire exports. Frem 1860 to 1880 our 


imports of protected articles increased from 


$163,600,000 to 8282. 900. 000, or 72 per cent. 
Since 1860 we have lost our carrying trade, 
so that, whereas in 1860 75 per cent of our 
foreign trade was carried in American bot- 
toms, in 1880 our proportion had been re- 
dueed to 20 per cent. 


In 1880 the United States exported cotton 


manufactures to the value of $10,000,000; in 


thé same year England exported cotton 


goods alone to the value of $375,000,000, 
This is the way in which the repressive pro- 


hibitory policy of the United States has fos- 
tered the manufacturing industry of the 


country. The suggestion that American 


artisan labor must be “ protected” against 
foreign competition by a taxon American 
consumers that will exclude these foreign 
manufactures whieh are sold directly in 
competition with the home productions is 
one of those specious fallacies which any in- 
vestigation will explode. We give the vaiues 
of the “protected” manufactures which 
were exported in 1881, and the value of the 
same kind of goods imported during the 
same year from foreign countries:

THE CROPS. 


Large Increase of Wheat Acreage in the 
Northwest—Everything Favorabic to 
the Growing Crops. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Sr. Paut, Minn, May 16.—The Pivncer-Preas’ 
sem!-weekly crop reports contain a iarge num- 
ber from Northern Dakota, which fully contirms 
previous estimates of the large increase of 
wheat acreage in that section. The increase is 
noticeabie on both sides of the Red River Val- 
ley, but is greatest in Dakota. Between the 
Mississippi River and the Red River, ou the line 
of the Nortnern Pacific, only one place out of 
ten sending reports fails to report an increase of 
acreage. The increase ranges from 10 to 5) per 
cent, and averages about 0. In North Dakota 
the increase in acreage rauges from 3 to 50 
per cent in different places. On the line of 
the Northern Pacific north of the road, 
in the newly-opened territory between the Red 
River and Devil's Lake, the increase can sardly 
ve estimated in percentages. ‘Twas that were 
nearly all wet prairies last year now report 
thousands of acres broken for wheat. lo North- 
ern Minnesota seeding is reported finished. in 
Dakota, today's dispatches say, the weather is 
favyurable and Work is progressing finely. Dis- 
patches from Southern Minnesota wuiformly 
represent the weather us fine, with farm work 
progressing rapidly and favorably. in the 
Minnesota Valley wheat is all up and 
looks well. Oats are nearly all sown. Corn- 
planting has begun, and a much larger quantity 
will be planted this year than ever before. The 
estabiishmenat of a large number of ereameries 
in Southern Minnesota ha increased the acreage 
devoted to corn. lu Seutbwestern Minnesota 
the season is u little turther advanced on ac- 
count of the greater dryness of the soil. Small 
Fruim is pearly all up, corn-planting Soisbed in 
most places, and in some placescoruisup.

Among the mechanical pursuits carried on to 
a considerabie extent in Chicago that of the tin- 
ner's is by no means the least, It is true that 
most of the tinware sold in this city is manu- 
factured elsewhere, but notwithstanding this 
fact the business here is one of considerable 
importance and employs a large number of 
bands. A Tarscws reporter in the course of 
his researches into the question of apprentice- 
ship ran across a tinnemof many years’ expe- 
rience in the business and asked him for facts in 
connection with the trade. He said that so far 
as he knew there was no Tinners' Union possess- 
ing any power to euforce its own mandates. 
The trade, like almost all others, was in the 
bands of foreigners, a majority of the journey- 
men being Germans. There were a good many 
workmen of American birth, but these were 
men who had picked up their trade as they weut 
aloug and ed no reguiar appren p 


. to it. 

BOYS WERE NOT EMPLOYED, 
except as roustabouts, and the employers had to 
depend on the constant supply of new arrivals 
from Europe to keep up their lists of men, The 
speaker believed that a system—any system in 
fact—which would secure to boys an education 
in some useful trade, and give employers some 
assurance that the boys would remain steady at 
their work for a fixed and deuait period, would 
be a most desirable innovation on the present 
stute of affairs. But be bad little hope of the in- 
troduction of any such system., for there seemed 
to be a terrible e- on the part of the 
lads, whether of American or fore 
ents, to bind themselves to a They all 
wanted to be clerks, and work in stores, aad he 
could not see where the future American me- 
chanic was to come from. 

A butober, who served a regular a tice- 
ship in Germany and thoroughly mastered bis 
trade there, said that the only nce Chicago 
buys had to learn the butcherma@ business was 
to hire out for what they could get, aud do what 
they were told. They might begin by scrapins 
blucks and do alisorts of rough work. u,. 
if they were willing aud handy, they would be 
aborted indoctrinated. In the meat-mark 

wholesale and retail, the great majority o 
tho meu employed were not really butchers— 
that is, they did not fully understand the trade. 
In the retail markets a good salesman, who kuew 
enougt to be able to cut meat, and who was civil 
to customers and could keep them, wee all 
that was asked. Probably outside of bie own 
particular line he would have no stand- 
ing as a butcher. re was no 
Butchers’ Union outside of the Stock- Yards or- 
ganization, but as no apprentices were taken 
the men would have no ground to fight upon 
even if they wanted to stop boys comimeg ia to 
learn the 


AS TO THE SLAUGHTER-HOUSES, 


where butchering proper is carried on, the work 
is done today by men skilled in one branch 
alone. The division of labor is carriéd to an ex- 
treme in this trade. Some men are good at cer- 
tulu branches of the work. and valueless for other 
work. Boys learn by beginging at the very 
bottom, and spend a year or two at the roughest 
and dirtiest work around the siaughter-bouses. 
They learn or not, just as it happens, and they 
ure puid sumetimes in money and sometimes 
in offal meat, pilucks, livers, and tails, 
te., which are now coming to be of 
some value, although a few years ago nobody 
would touch them. Good meat has got to ve so 
dear that it is beyond the reach of the poor, and 
the coarser portions and those formerly rejected 
will now bring money. The malority of the 
butchers today are Irish orof direct Irish de- 
scent, and they learned their trade as they best 
could, a system of apprenticeship to. the 
butchering trade in this, the greatest live-stock 
market of the world, being entirely unknown. 
The butcher who was sposen with deplored 
these facts, but was unable to suggest any 

remedy for the existing state ofthings. He is 
authority for the statement that with the excep- 

tion of a few Germans and other foreigners who 

learned their trade in Europe there are not one 
dozen actual butchers ia Chicago. 

The way things work in 

THE UPHOLSTERING TRADE 
was very well shown by a gentleman connected 
with that business. A yearago the tirm with 
which be is connected had eight apprentices. 
They were not actually indentured, but there 
wrsan understanding with their parents that 
they should remain with the frm for a certain 
term of years, and that they shouid be taught 
the various branches of the business, so that 
when their terms had expired they would be 
qualified to work as journeymen on all classes 
of work. The upboisterers are biessed, or 
cursed, with a union, and this body, com- 

almost exclusively of foreigners, 
many of whom never will learn to talk 
“United States,” informed the firm referred 
to that they were employing too many boys. 
The firm answered that they reckoned they 
knew how to run their own business, and shouid 
employ whom they saw fit. Natural consequence 
under the circumstances: a strike during the 
busy season, whereby the house lost lots of 
trade and the workmen sacrificed two months’ 
wuges. The boys left one after another, and 
when the strike was over the apprentices were 
gone. The workmen did not win what they 
were after, aud had to come back on their em- 
ployers terms. But the tirm resolved not to 
entangle themselves with auy more apprentices, 
because they did not want another fight of the 
kind on their hands growing out of the same 
causes. Now they hire a few boys, having five 
jn a shop where seventy-five men work. The 
foreman gives the boys what show he cana, 
but the men, most of whom are secretly attached 
to the union, will not teach the boys anything. 
The shop is not a umon shop, and the union 
speaks of it as a “scab” establishment, but the 
oid leaven still works in the men. 

The geptieman interviewed said that it was 
impossible to get a sufficient suppiy of men 
qualified in all branches of this trade, unless 
tney hired imported labor. There were men who 
could make a lounge well enough who would be 
as useless as a rough carpenter if set to chair- 
work. A man who had served a regular ap- 
prenticeship would be qualified to make any- 
thing—iounoge, chair, sofa, or téte-a-téte. 
this class there were nove now grow up. The 
trade is in the bands of foreigners. ere are 
many Norwegians, and a great many German 
workmen, with a sprinkling of other nauonali- 
ties, except the native-born American. That 
unfortunate appears to have as little show in the 
upholstermg trade as he does on a Democratic 
city or county ticket at election time,

HOUSES TO RENT. 

ALL THE DESIRABLE ONES DISPOSED OF. 

The large nuniber of houses advertised to 
rent in last Sunday’s TRIBUNE Suggested that a 
good many of the landlords had not carried 
their point—had added too much to the rents, 
and consequently’ that their houses bad been 
left on their hands. So a reporter visited sev- 
eral agents to learn if this was true. 

„We haven't a house,” said W. D. Kerfoot & 
Co., “and could rent a good many more if we 
had them, as we have applications every day. 
There are very few desirable houses to rent in 
the city. We don't ‘know of a case where the 
advance was not paid.” 

„We never had 80 few left over,” said J. C. 
Meam & Co. “Tenants bothered us a good 
dealthis year. They wanted to keep the houses 
at the old rates, and wouldu't let anybody look 
at them until May 1. Some were not rented on 
that account. We have cleared up about every- 
thing at the advance, making no concessions, 
We haven't a house left on the North or South 
Side, and very few on the West. There is an 
unlimited demand for bouses and flats from $50 
down.“ 

“We had quite 4 number left over,” said 
Baird & Bradiey, due generally to the fact that 
the persons who agréed to take them failed todo 
s0, and, in many more cases, the tenants them- 
selves concluded to move at the last moment. 
We got the advauee in almost every instance. 
We have some to rent on the West and South 
Sides, but none on the North, where rents are 
the strongest, and anything over there can be 
rented on account of the nearness to the busi- 
ness district. There are, however, very few 
desirable houses auywhere in the city to rent. 
The demand is good ‘now, and all that were not 
rented May 1 will be taken by the ist of next 
month. But there tever will be a time when 
there isn't something to rent in a large city like 
this.” 

We had only two left out of about 800.“ said 
K. A. Cummings & Co., “and there is a de- 
mand all the time for desirable houses. Very 
few are to be had. You will find that most of 
those now to rent bave something the matter 
with them—are out of order, full of sewer gas, 
or have a bad reputation. 

„Most of those left over,“ said Pierce & Ware, 
“are out of order, Owing to the stinginess of 
the landiords. People wouldn't move into them. 
‘There is a good demand, and desirable houses 
are bard to get—very few compared with last 
year. We got the advanced rates.” 

“ We bad a few higti-priced ones left over,” 
said Barnes & Parish “ but there are many in- 

uirtes now for $365, $40, and $50 houses and flats. 

n some cases those on our hands were not in 
good order, and in others the tenants wouldn't 
let any one in to look at them before May 1. 
which prevented renting them. All of them 
will be gone by June f. as there is a good de- 
— * and very few rabie houses are to be 


From these interviews it will be seen that the 
house marketis very stiff—that the landiords 
carried cheir point ou account of the scarcity of 
good dwelling places, and that the demand for 
9 fit to live in is still in excess of the sup- 
ply.

Boston, Mass., May 16.—The Governor sent to 
the Senate today a veto ot the bill to regulate 
the practice of dentistry. He gave as the brin- 
cipal reason for refusing to yield his assent 
thereto his opinion that the dentists, no more 
than other professional men or craftsmen, 
should be specially lewisiated for, adding that 
the bill did not oblige the dental society to ex- 
amine candidates, nor &x convenient times 
and places for such eé@xXamination. thus 
placing the power of restricting the prac- 
tice of the professiun to a few favored 
persons in the hands of that organi- 
zation.

Legislature.

ALBANY, N. V., May 14—The Woman-Sufra- 
mists developed unexpected strength in the Legis- 
lature today. The bill entitled Au act to pro- 
mote virtue and pronibit disfranchisement,”’ 
which confers the suffrage on women, came up 
in the Assembly on its third reading, and re- 
ceived fifty-four votes, fifty-nine Assembiymen 
voting againstit. A number of female advo- 
cates of the bill from -different parts of the 
State have been vigurousiy buttonboling mew- 
bers for several weeks past, and were out in 
force on the floor of the chamber during the 
eonsideration of the bill.

One Wo Treads Upon Another’s Heels

A secoad terrible accident is believed to have 
befailen a party of pleasure-seekers on the 
waters of Wolf Lake, Ind., another of the lakes 
of the Calumet system.

— 135 any trace of any of the others or their

I 
never saw,guch a demand for one particular 
r-seed since I've been iu the busi- 
ness as the is this spring forsunfiowers. There 
won't be a backyard in New York from Mott 
street to Hariem that won't have its clump of 


growing sunfiowers this summer, judging from 


the demand there is for seed. 

“ And this is due to the esthetic movement?” 

“Why, cer——. Yes, of course; if it hadn't 
deen for Oscar sunflower-seeds would be as they 
have been for years, a drug in the market. Peo- 
ple may talk as they like, but he has been the 
means of causing muney to floß through a good 
many cbannelis, and the seedsmen’s turn to 


thank the advent has arrived.“ 


is the flower a difficult one to raise? 

“Why, biess you, no. It is the easiest of any. 
It requires no care, and will grow rapidly any- 
where where there is pienty of sun.“ 

Wat have the seeds been used for hereto- 
fore?” the reporter asked. 

Oscar Wilde says in his lecture that the im- 
pression that the sunflower is used as an esthetic 
diet is erroneous—he is mistaken. in Portugal 
meal is made from the seeds, from which 
bread is ade; and when roasted they 
make an ellent substitute for coffee. The 
seed in its natural state is eagerly sought fur 
by birds, d in the Gountry suntiowers are 
raised for the seeds, which are used in iarge 
quantities fur chicken-food. It is very fatten- 
ing; so if you are served with lean chickens at 
your country boarding-house this summer you 
may thank Ar. Wilde and the more important 
demand we has created for the seed as a feast 
for the eyes. seed contains a great quan- 
tity of oil, which is ut for burning in 
lamps and which is in some European countries 
made into a swood substitute for olive oil. There 
won't be a garden or duoryard in Newport, Sara- 
toga, or any of the principal watering-piaces 
that won't have its Helianthus annuus,tuverosus, 
or mauitifiorus this summer.“ said the young 
man as he wus culled away to weigh out a halt a 
pound o: cabbage-seed.

Seon Be Out of Work.

Although the season bas so far advanced that 
im the ordinary corrse of affairs new brick of 
this year's crop should be about coming upon 
the market it isa fact that in no yard in Cut 
cago bas a single pound of clay been dug. For 
this there are two causes—the inclement weather 
and the brickmakers’ strike. The workmen 
bave made demands for a certain scale of prices, 
which the employers ha ve refused to consent to, 
and the consequence is that brickmaking is at a 
standstill. Witha view of ascertaining how and 
to what extent the want of brick interferred 
with building operations, and how this affected 
the interests of bricklayers, masons, carpeoters, 
piumbers, painters, gas-fitters, and all others 
connected with the building trade, a reporter 
interviewed a number of builders, contractors, 
architects, brickmakers, and others. 

An old contractor who formerly did à large 
business and has had great experience in every 
branch said: 

~ I consider the prolonged bitch between the 
eme and their workmen as nothing

A PUBLIC CALAMITY. 


It has suspended all building operations per- 
ei ptorily and tor an indefinit time, We caunot 
tell bow long troubie may last or when we 
may hope to get brick, and therefore nobody 
will make a contract. As to the merits of the 
pending cht, l think the demands of the union 
are exorbitant, Brickmakers have been reveiv- 
ing larger wages for shorter hours of work thaa 
any other class of workmen. Besides this, brick- 
making is aot skilled labor. You can take any 
abie- bodied laboring man and teach him the so- 
called trade in a week. Yet, while this is true, 
1 thiok it would be ‘better for the 
bosses to make, if possible, an arrange- 
ment with the men now in order to prevent a 
possible, or rather very probabie, disturbance 
during the busy season. ln my view the best 
way would be to give them the wages they ask. 
on condition that they agree to work ali Che sea- 
son at those figures. In order to bind the men 
10 or 15 per cent of the wages should be retained 
by their employers until the end of the season, 
to be forfeited in case of a violation of the 
agreement. An arrangement of this kind would 
probably increase the price of brick $1 per 1.000. 
The price agreed upon when brick shall be made 
is $8, and this would push it up one notch. But 
the demand for improvements in Chicago tbis 
year is so great that the difference of $1 in the 
price of brick would prove but a very slight 
check to building enterprises. Whether 
the Brickmakers’' Union would agree to this 

roposition or not 1 do not know, 

ut l believe they would. I bave talked with 
several brick manufacturers today, and they all 
expressed their belief that the difficuities 
wouid shortly be adjusted and manufacture go 
right along. My idea is that any eement 
made at this time without a solid understand- 
ing for the whole season would be disastrous. Iu 
that case, just as soco as work was fairly started 
and building had bezwun to boom there would 
come another brickmakers' strike a great deal 
worte than this ove. 80 far, the harm done bas 
been coetined to postponing the beginning of 
operavions, bat if we got along into June or 
July, and bad a large number of buildings under 
contract, the whole trade would be at the mercy 
of the Brickmakers’ Union. 


A MASON CONTRACTOR 


said that up to date the stonemasons had been 
quite generally employed in iaying foundations. 
but if there was to be ne brick their occupation 
would cease. No man wanted a hole in the 
ground or afew yardsof stone as an apology 
for the house which he had hoped to finish and 
rent or oceupy by August. Comparatively few 
brickiayers were employed, except on repairs, 
and if the trouble continued every bricklayer 
who bad money enough would ewigrate to some 
other city where there was something to do. 
Then if brickiayers went to work and brick 
was put on tee market, there would be a scarcity 
of brickiayers and the bosses would be at the 
mercy of that union. The carpenters are affect- 
ed in the same way as the briaklayers. Painters 
and plasterers have deen kept busy on the an- 
nual spring repairs, which this year are more 
extensive than usual. The same is true of 
plumbers, gas and steam fitters, elevator-men, 
sewer- builders, and other trades connected with 
house-building and repairing. But the regular 
May repairs bave mostiy been completed, and 
now ail such trades are beginning to get dull. 

Another contractor said that he bad paid $12 
per 1,000gfor new bricks from the country—naot 
very & brick at that. There was uo price for 
Chicago brick; where there was nothing to sell 
there could be no tixed market price. He be- 
lieved that if a man bad 100,000 brick in Chicago 
he could get $15 for them. He bad tried unsuc- 
cessfully to get a few loads to finish up a job, 
and if the trouble with the brickmakers contia- 
ued until the middle of June 


PRICES WOULD BE AWAY OUT OF SIGHT. 


He thought that trouble in the trade would be- 
gin just as soon as the new material came into 
the market. 

A leading,West Side brickmaker detailed the 
story of the troubles between the bosses and 
the union growing out of the demand of the 
latter for the prices paid during the last week 
or two of the season of 1881, these being 25 cents 
per bead bigher than bad prevaiied during the 
summer. e men asked an additional advance 
of % cents, but modified that to the figures 
above given, which are from $2.80 to $3 per day 
for from five to six hours’ work. He could not 
see how the employers could pay more than last 
summer's figures. Within 100 miles of Chicago 
$1.00 per day was the rum rate. Milwaukee, 
indianapolis, and points in Illinois, Michigan, 
Indiana, and Wisconsin within reachable distance 
of this city paid that price for all classes of 
work. A lord manufacturer, who was in 
yesterday to see about freight rates, said that he 
paid no employé but bis foreman over 51.50. and 
at South Haven, Mich., and Porter, Ind., that is 
the ruling price. 

AS TO THE OUTLOOK, 


this manufacturer said that all the employers, 
whether using machines or making brick by 
hand, were unanimous in their determination to 
1. ＋ the demands of the union. They felt that 
thé time dad come when they must say that 
they intended to run their own business. They 
objected to the arbitrary union rule which de- 
manded that all the men in one class—poor 
and good alike-—must be paid one price. 
if allowed to do 80. they would 
giadly pay higher wages to  extra-good 
men, but the union would not have this. 
lt was stated that at one yard where a machine 
was run fora day or two the workmen were 
frightened off by the unionists. The bosses 
were unabie to protect them without the aid of 
the authorities and so shut down. 

Another brickmaker said: “ We cannot afford 
to pay the union prices. If brick is $9 per 1,000 
as it would have to be under such wages, intend- 
ing builders would be frightened off. The price 
is now $12 to $14, Dut there is no briek."’ 

“Is there any truthia the intimation which 
has been made that some of larger 
brick makers ure purposely holding back in or- 
der to force the little men out of the trade? 

Not one word of truth init; the smalier man- 
ufacturers are as earnest as the others in re- 
sisting the union demands.“ 

The South and West Side brickmgkers met 
during the afternooo and adopted an informal 
resolution to the effect that they would 


PAY 50 CENTS PER MAN 


more than was paid at any place between Maine 
and Kansas City. The resoluuon will not do 
anything toward settiing matters, for even with 
the advance the prices would be lower than 
those paia bere last summer. it is reported 
that there are no symptoms of weakening on 
the part of the manufacturers. One of them 
said yesterday that they would wait a few days, 
and then, if satisied that the uniou wouid do 
nothing, they would try other means. So far 
the weather has been such that outdoor brick- 
waking has been impossible, but a week 
of fine weather would force the question 
to an issue.

A Pleasing Temprrament—Robeson’s 
Navy—Folger and His Revenue-Stam ps 
Morton Hunting Guana. 

New Tonk, May 13.—A gentieman was telling 
me yesterday that on his arrival at Wiliard's 
Hotel, Washington, a few days ago a lean young 
man, With bright black eyes and hair slightly 
gray, came up to bim and said: “Have you 
been up to see Chet yet?” “Who is 
Chet?” “Why, the President,” replied the 
other, who. had formerly deen in the 
President’s body-guard in New York, and 
had followed him to Washington, and has ever 
since remained there, hovering between some 
distinguished prerogative and a pair of old 
breeches. “ Chet,” my friead then remembered, 
had been an endearmg name once applied to 
the President when he was studying ward poli- 
tics in New York. The oaly comment the gen- 
tleman made on this familiarity was, that prob- 
ably the President had not done anything 
sufliciently differing from his former relations 
to ipcrease the difference between bim and bis 
old servitor. 

A pleasing temperament is a good possession. 
and it is the President's best capacity, but the 
time has about come when the men who regard 
the Government as something to be kept high 
and as an example, will wonder if the Repub- 
lican party expects to triumph much longer 
with the present material at the head of it—men 
who, in almost every case, da ve won their places 
by some woful accident and sinister or tricky 
dealings, Mr. Keifer owes his place to 
two men more than all other influences 
combined—George M. Kobeson and Don 
Cameron. One of 


at this moment the most uapopulir and suuuued 
man in American society. The President is 
buoyed over Don Cameron like some of those 
graceful fags we saw at the aluse of the War in 
the navigable waters of the Souta, whick wuved 
their pretty colorsto the breeze, while under- 
neath each one was a Rebel torpedo. When it is 
known that President Artbur is buoyed on Don 
Cameron as his political manager for re@lection 
two years hence, vessels with assorted cargues 
will take the other side of the channel. 

The people are generally in favor ofa re- 
spectabie naval establishment, which in these 
days of rapid deciarations of war and the prompt 
movement of bostiie armies would give us some 
assurance of holding our great cities, like New 
York, containing millions of money belonging 
to all the people of the country in their vaults 
and depositories; but the figures presented of 
Mr. Robeson’s administration ef the navy al- 
most stagger even hostile criticiem. It would 
appear that be had been tbe champion character 
of his age to get rid of public moneys, so 
hien in the. millions of dollars does 
hia record go. To bulld a navy uader an 
influence like that would seem almost as costly 
as a foreign war. The wost rotten ¢hipbuilders 
in the countrymen wo stand in the way of 
every restoration of out commerce, resolved to 
take bigh toll and bounty or permit nothing to 
be done—are leagued with the influences which 
created the Naval Comeiission and the Speaker. 
Appareatiy delighted to find a man like Don 
Cameron, who could so Geftiy put a Speaker over 
Congress, the President dus asked his inter- 
cession to name the next President as well as 
the next Speaker. So that we may yet cume to 
have a Government administered at both ends 
by Don Cameron. 

At the conclusion of is term on the bench, 
when Judge Folger’s ‘wame became bruited 
abroad as a candidate for Garfieid's Secretary of 
the Treasury—noomina thereto by Arthur, 
Crowiey, Murphy, and Dorsey—the people were 
surprised to learn that be had sued che Govern- 
ment for several hundted thousand dollars com- 
mission on the sale of revenue stamps when be 
was the Assistant Seeretary of the Treasury 
for a brief while ia New York. Thus bis 
hbistorie career with the iove and 
devotion of the old Tammany crew, and 
ended with a suit against the Government 
which bad put him into once for more money 
than the President of the United States will ro- 
ceive for two full terms of office. While consid- 
ering his case, Garfield Beard that Folger had 
just been non-suited on @ pretense like tiie, and 
passed him away to that future which was 80 
speedily to come en the flash of a Stalwart of- 
fice-beggar’s pistol. Mr. Foiger was called up 
to the Treasury Department, where he sits in 
solemoa insigniticeace, Making about as little im- 
pression ou the financial brains of the country 
as the President is making on political scienee. 

Throughout the Government runs the same 
thread of insidious Spartan Staiwartism, or 
whatever it may de called by the men who bave 
bad themselves pb ed in that relation. 
Not a respectable appoititment bas been given 
to any man who represented in himself the 
seuse of political independence and of bold self - 
respect, The Minister to France—who was 
forced on Gen. Gurfieid by this same faction, 
with the idea of putting him at the head of the 
Treasury Department when Garfield did not 
want him at all—is just now being shown to 
have made a contract with a foreign cor- 
poration to take 5 per cent commission oo ali 
the guano they would ship to the United States, 
provided a treaty was made within a certain 
period which would give the said guano to the 
said foreign company. That is the gist of the 
whole thing: and Mr, Morton now says that an- 
ether of his banking partners made the con- 
tract, and that he refused to have anything to 
do with it. Yet how could this otber partuer, 
who is not in politics at all, make the 
treaty demanded by the guano-hunters? 
The treaty was to dave established a 
new State in Peru, whose heads had al- 
ready made the foreign contract. 
Considering the amount of guano to come to 
the United States it would bave been one of the 
fattest things as well as the most stinking in 
our political records. This Mr. Morton was Mr. 
Conkiing’s pet and only candidate for the Cabi- 
net, and be demand of Col. James that be 
throw away the Post-Office portfolio to let Mr. 
Morton be Secretary of Treasury. and fix 
the New York Custom- House and ali the other 
piaces. The guano investigation, which wasde- 
signed to catch Blaine somewhere, appears to 
have struck midway between Sam Randall and 
Miaister Morton. 

Mr. .Keifer is not regarded as any active 
quantity in the various contrivances now gomg 
on to stultify publie respect and continue the 
Administration of an aceident. He was a plain, 
dull man, ambitious to rise beyoud his talents, 
and the jobbers between Congress and the White 
House saw bim molded to their hands.

in and pick its bones. There were some pru- 
dent and envious members of the family who 
said that if any prodigais were to be forgiven 
perbaps this was not the one; but he was escorted 
to his honors to the sound of cymbals, and tim- 
brels, and oid ns, beaten in the lobby, where 
be had been so long famitiar; and the American 
navy, somewhere between Chandier and Robe- 
son, looks now to be in the condition of the Fly- 
ing Dutchman, which was ajways running some- 
body down, yet also ope to let everything 
through.
